? HEN Pontius Pilate ſaw, That 
i Chriſt was crucified, buried, and was 
Wicn again the Third Day, according to all 
Hat he had predicted would come to paſs; and 
at greater Miracles were done by him, and 
hore Multitudes followed after him, he ſent a 
etter to Tiberius, then Emperor of Rome, 
acquint him of the whole Affair; and that 


e Chriſtians as well as many others, not only 
look d 
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look'd upon him, but followed after him as1 
God 

The Emperor 7; herius no ſooner receiy'| 
it, but informed the Senate of it ; and at the 
ſame time deſired of them that Teſs Chrij, 
the King of rhe Jews, might be ador'd, and 
reckon'd with them a God alſo. 

But they having a Law among themſelvez 
That in all Matters of Religion they were to 
have the Preheminence, quickly forbiding it 
by ſetting forth an Edict, prohibiting all Chi- 
ſtians, upon pain of Death, the owning Je- 
ſus Chriſt to be God. In oppoſition to which 
Tiberius ſet forth another Edict, by which al 
Chriſtians and others had Liberty to adore 
him, and worſhip him as their God. 

At laſt Tiberins dies, by whoſe Death Cali 
gula advances to the Imperial Throne, but he 
no ſooner came to it, when Pilate, who had 
been Judge of our Saviour, to condemn and 
crucify him, was baniſh'd by him not only 
from Jeruſalem, but from all the Roman Go 
vernment to Vienna. Pilate here falling into 
Diſgrace, and his own Conſcience always 20 
cuſing him, for what he had ſo notoriouſly and 
barbarouſly done, Fudas-/the laid violent 
Hands upon himſelf, and ſo ended his Day!

THAT 
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THAT there ought to be a ſpecial Care 
and Watchfullneſs over our Hearts and 
Lives, as well after our Receiving the Holy 
Sacrament, as before, there is no fincere Chri- 
ſtian but will readily grant: For if we make 
Vows of better Obedience when we approach 
the Hely Table, unleſs we take Care to per- 
form *m afterwards, we do but publiſh to the 
World, that our Faith, as well as our Vows, 
are vain : But if we do believe that there is 
a Judgment to come, wherein we ſhall receive 
according to our Works, whether they be 
good, or whether they be evil, it will certain- 
ly have that influence upon us; as to cauſe us 
to be careſul to maintain good Works. But 
if our Faith gives way to Unbelief, no won- 
der our Lives are licentious and diſſol ute, in 
proportion thereunto : And if we live unholy 
Lives, it ſhews that our Profeſſion is vain ; 
nay that our Faith is vain alto. This made 
the Prophet 1/aiah ſay, Jai: v. 13. 
Therefore were my People carried away in- 
% Caplivity, becauſe they had no Knowledge 
of God: This made their Nobles periſh for 
Hunger, and the generality of 'm die for Thirſt. 
To cure this Evil, the great Phyſician of Souls, 
the ever- bleſſed Jeſus (who is well acquainted 
with our Weakneſs ) hath inſtituted this wy

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ſed Sacrament, and for this very purpoſe hat 
ordain'd it in Form of Meat, that the ver 
Form wherein he inſtituted it*might ſhew u 
what Effects it works, and alſo puts us in mind 
of the great Need our Souls ſtand in of it: 
And O that Mens Eyes were open, that they 
might at once ſce their own Wants, and the 
rich Supplies that our Lord has provided for 
'm in his holy Sacrament. It is by means o 
this Divine and Heavenly Food. that its Soul 
comes to be united to its Spouſe ; by this the 
Underſtane mg comes to be illuminated, the 
Memory refreſh'd and quicken'd, and the Will 
brought into a Conformity to the Divine Plea- 
ſure, the irward Spiritual Taſte is delighted, 
Devotion increaſed, and the whole Soul ſo 
ſtrengthen'd, that it is enabled to aſcend up 
unto God. But all theſc bleſſed Effects can- 
not be looked for where the Soul is not upon 
its Watch, after, as well as before the Receiv- 
ing this holy Sacrament.

And to this End let us preſently ſet about 
thoſe good Works, and the performing thoſe 
Vows which we made while our Hearts were 
warm'd with theſe flames of Divine Love, for 
if we delay, we ſhall not only be unable, but 
perhaps leſs willing: There's no ſtanding ſtill 
in Chriſtianity ; and if we go not forward, we 
ſhall affuredly go backward. Let us therefore 
reflect with Sorrow upon our former Backſli- 
dings, and then conſider that we have ſtill the 
ſame frail Natures, and that we are incident 
to the ſame Temptations, and have the ſame 


Enemies to grapple with, whoſe Power, Poli- 


cy and Malice is ftill as great as ever; and 
then ſure we can't but think it reaſonable to 


be as diligent and watchful as ever to with- 


ftand 'm. To which end let us pray Heartily 
for Grace to be Good, and it will be an argu- 
ment to us, that we defire to be ſo. Yea, 
ſincerely to defire Grace, is Grace itſelf ; and 
if we do what we can, nomore will be deſir'd, 
for we ſerve not a hard Maſter. The Acts of 


Religion being practis d by us, will make Re- 
ligion eaſie and pleaſant to us, though we have 
before thought it difficult; for the real diffi- 
culty ariſes from our want of trying it. The 
Practice of Religion will be pleaſant to thoſe 

that 
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that habittuate themſelyes to it, for it is eaſier 
to deny a Luft, than fatishe it. 
Let us therefore, when we find our Zeal 
cools, and our Devotion decays, be more vigi- 
lant in renewing our Addreſſes to thoſe My- 
ſteries; for our being often at the Table of 
the Lord, is one great means of maintaining 
our Zeal for Religion, and making us perſe- 
vere in the Practice thereof. And who is ſuf- 
ficient to ſet forth the Excellency of this 
bleſſed Sacrament, and not be diſſolv'd into 
Tears, when he tees his bleſſed Redeemer fo 
cloſely united to him! O what Pleaſure, 
Sweetneſs and Delight does a ſincere Chriſtian 
feel, when he partakes of this holy Sacrament! 
No other ſounds are heard at that time; but 
only the ſweet Songs of Praiſe and Thankſ- 
E giving, and the breaking out of holy Deſires 
and Heavenly Raptures, bleſſing his Name 
who has redeemed us from our Sins by his 
own Blood. | 
It is at this holy Sacrament that the Soul 
is fill'd with Devotion, fed with Peace, ra- 
viſh'd with Love, confirm'd in it's Faith, and 
rejoicing in that Hope will not make her a- 
ſhamed.

This is that Heavenly Banquet, to which thou 
only inviteſt thy Friends, whom thou feedeſt 
with the Fatneſs of thy Houſe, and makeſt to

Let us therefore, by after-Endeavours 
in Prayer and Humiliation, labour to feel the 
Energy of this Sacrament ; for this is neceſſary 
to be known for the comfort of thoſe that 
have not met with any raviſhing Joys while 
they have been at this holy Sacrament ; that 
the Comforts thereof do not always ſhew forth 
themſelves while they are partaking thereof, 
but it breaks in upon the Soul afterwards: if 
they are careful to mind the State of their Souls. 
Thus Saul was anointed by Samucl, and felt 
no viſible Alteration at that time, but when 
he was gone from Samuel, the Lord gave him 
another Spirit 

So, though the Sacrament works not during 
its Adminiſtration, yet if afterwards we are 
touch'd with a ſenſe of our own Unworthineſs, 
and thereupon awaken and ſtir up our ſelves, 
the Sacrament will fill our Souls with its Bleſ- 


ſings, and prove Effectual and Comfortable to 
us. But 
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But how hardly, O Lord, can we be per- 
ſuaded to forſake the Vain and Empty Plea- 
ſures of this Life, for the ſolid and ſubſtantial 
Clones of the next? How then ſhall we lay 
down our Lives for thee, if we cannot part 
N one beloved, in order to come to thy ho- 
ly Table?
